ABOUT 100 STUDENTS, lad froi^ an 
outdoor rally by SDS chairman Nick 
Greer, walked into Rice Hall Tueaday to 
demand a dialogue with President Lloyd 
H. EUiott. 

No attempt was made to stop the 
students from entering the building, and 
they left the 8th floor Board room 
around 4:40, four hours after they first 
entered the room. 

The students had gone to the 
Administration bulldii^ at the urging of 
Greer, to “ask questions” of Elliott, who 
was not in the building when the students 
arrived. 

Elliott was hurriedly summoned to the 
Board room by other administrators 
’ when the students announced that they 
would not leave without flrst speaking to 
the President. 

When Vice President for Student 
Affairs William P. Smith attempted to 
read the students a statement of President 
Elliott's concerning the upcoming trials 
of the Sino Soviet 15, a student explained 
to him that “our presence here is not to 
find out what is happening in specific 
trials” 

“Does anybody want to hear this 
statement?” Smith asked. 

He was answered with a resounding 
“No!” and gave up any further attempts 
to read the statement. 

President Elliott entered the room 
shortly after Vice President Smith spoke, 
and remained, attempting to answer 
student questions, for an hour and a half. 
The students were far from pleased by 
some of his answers. 


Why Is military connected r eaca rch 
carried out on campus? “In 1941 the 
people," EUiott said, attempting to 
explain that the government asked for the 
help of the University’s In the war effort. 
But he was cut short by a cry of “Not the 
people, the ruling class!” 

“How do you justify” Vice President 
Bright’s fall statement that the primary 
function of the University is research, 
asked Sarah Greet. She received no reply. 

Instead, Elliott announced that he will 
accept, “as soon as the report reaches 
(his) desk,” the recommendation of the 
Committee on Research that a “watchdog 
committee made up of students and 
faculty members...examine all present 
and future relationships” of the 
University in the research fMd. 

“We don't want another committee,” 
he was told, “we want it off now!” 

“Is HumRRO going to have any 
relations with the Consortium (of 
Universities),” asked SDS member Bob 
Fein. 

“No,” replied Elliott, “not that I’m 
aware of.” 

“When will you be aware,” shot back 
Fein. 

“Are you aware of anything?” asked 
another student. 

“Why aren’t there more black students 
in this University? Why do we have a new 
Student Center when we don’t have 
money for more blacks?” ’ 

The school lives on tuition, replied 
Elliott.

Faculty Senate Meets 
To Discuss Judiciary i 

THE UNIVERSITY SENATE will meet at 2 pm tomorrow ^ 
on the sixth floor of the library. Among buslneas to be ^ 
dlnriissfid will be a resolution to set up a temporary student ‘ 
judicial system. 

The resolution, by Law Professor David Sharpe, calls for an 
Interim court to be composed of five students, appointed by 
the President of the Student Assembly, and a law faculty 
advisor. This body would be empowered to hear any cases of 
violation of University regulations by students after its 
creation; it would not, however, have jurisdiction over the 
Maury Hall offenders. 

/ The concept of an all-student judiciary has been strongly 
supported by both the Student Assemby and the 
Interfraternity Council. Both of thoae bodlw have also 
specifically urged Senate passage of the resolution to be 
: discussed tomorrow. 

The problem of trying the students involved in the Maury 
Hall disturbance was the most recent example of te lack of an 
effective judicial system at GW. To cope with this problem, 
the Ad Hoc University Committee on Judicial Systems 
: p sopoeed that a student court be set up on a temporary basis, 

• until a permanent judiciary can be established un^ the Joint 
Statement on Student Rights and Responsibilities. 

Student Assembly Presldant Neil Portnow said he considers 
the Senate vote on Filday “very crucial.” He explained that 
the basic Issue is whether the faculty considers students at GW 
capable of governing and judging themselvee. 

Pornow urged all students who are sincerely Interested in 
responsible student government to attend the Senate meeting.

The recommended system, 
which is in effect at Yale, calls 
for the abolition of the QPI, 
which “offers a mix of 
incommensurable accomplish- 
nsents.” 

Instead, students will be 
evaluated only according to 
achievements (n individual 
courses. Hopefully, this change 
will remove the emphasis on 
grades and allow the student to 
concentrate on learning. 

The four-grade system wu 
chosen over two other proposals, 
a Paw/ Fall and an Honors, Paw, 
Fail system. The corrunittee’s 


study was then guided by the 
questions posed by the initial 
research. 

The questions Included: the 
accuracy of specific grades as an 
indication of a student’s real 
performance; the uniformity of 
the ipade within' a sectioned 
course, as well as from 
department to department; the 
sd^uacy of the A-F system in 
evaluating the spread of iruiterial 
in a student’s distribution of 
courses. 

Also considered wu which 
systems would best promote the 
useful functions of gradu, such 
as providing motivation, 
feedback to the student snd 
instructor, a basis of judgment 
for employers, for the granting 


decision wu based on its belief of degreu and for admission to 
that the Yale system offers the advanced schooU, and for 


advantages and yet avoids the 
faults of the other two. 

By providing two grades 
above paw, the system bypassed 
the difficultiu of graduate 
school admission requirements 
and motivating the students. 

Another advantage of the 
system is that It leauu the 
possibility of variations of grade 
value within the system. The 
(acuRy it encouraged not to 
match A-F gradu for the four 


achievement awuds. 

Another consideration wu 
the ability of a system to avoid 
the “dyMunctions” of gradu, 
including “learning to the test,” 
competition, and inhibiting the 
students in selection of courau 
due td grade pressure.

Sherwood, in voting against 
the Committee’s recommenda- 
tions, charged that the faculty 
and administration actually 
wanted to delay action on a 
student judiciary until it was 
forgotten. He maintained that 
there was no valid reason tor 
refudhg to allow the Maury HaA 
offenders to be tried by a 
student court, and that the real 
reason (or this action was that 
the faculty wanted to defeat the 
concept of student judicial 
bodies. 

Later that evening, the 
Student Assembly held its 
regularly scheduled meeting and 
reaffirmed its stand In fayor of a 
student judiciary. They passed a 
series of resolutions csilling on 
the Senate and the PreaMent to 
promptly establish an interim 
judlch^, and heM a rally this 
past .Friday for a student court

AU admitted that bkeka and 
whites in the U.S. have some 
things in common: “We aU go to 
church on Sunday and pray to 
the same blue-eyed, 

yellow-headed Jesus.” But he 
maintained, “Bkck and white 
are two opposites,” just like hot 
and cold. 

“If something k your 

opposite, it k your opposition,” 
All reasoned. “Bkck people and 
white people are naturally 

opposed; to try to change thk k 
bucking God’s kw.” 

“It isn’t hate,” Ali said, to 
want racial separation. 
“Bluebirds and pigeons can’t get 
along; they’a all birds like we’re 
human beings, but their natures 
are different.” 

Today’s racki conflicts are 
caused by tbe existence of 

brainwashed Negroes, Ali 
asserted. Instead of being bkck 
people, Negroes have been 
brainwashed and want to force 
themselves on white men. Bkck 
people, on the other hand, have 
not been properly brainwashed.

Prudence and Pride 

WE URGE the University Senate to vote in favpr of 
resolution 69/2 tomorrow, and thereby establish an 
interim all-student hearing body. The Senate must take 
this action simply because it is the RIGHT thing to do, 
both for judicial and political reasons which can not be 
ignored. 

The proposed student court, which would not handle 
the cases arising out of the Maury Hall seizure clearly 
represents a more equitable judicial syMem than does the 
present complete reliance on the administration which 
acts as both prosecutor and judge. White the 
administration may indeed be making a Sincere attempt 
to insure equity, the blurred distinction between one 
administrator and another is always questionable. The 
student court provides a much clearer distinction 
between prosecutor and jury. 

The, political aspects of this question must be 
considered because the. University . will not be able to 
return to a state whdre learning is paramount until the 
present tense political climate is reduced. While no one 
believes that the passage of this motion willbring an end 
to student protests on, this campus, it is almost certain 
that its defeat will make matters worse. ' This is not a 
threat; It is only a statement of fact.; Rejection of this 
motion only plays into the hands of those who prefet 
radical means. 

In addition to the support of President Elliott, this 
motion has the almost unanimous backing of those 
faculty members and administrators who know students 
the best. Those Senate members who have not worked 
closely with students outside of the classroom have an 
obUgation to consult these people before they vote 
Friday. ' 

OPPOSITION TO 69/2 is based on the sentiment that 
the Seiute is being coerced, that it is being forced into 
somethii^ too quickly. We wholeheartedly agree that the 
ikculty is being coerced. But is is being coerced only 
because the establishment of a student court immediately 
is a dire necessity. 

The student court proposal would probably have met 
with little opposition had (he Maury Hall seizure and its 
subsequent effects not taken place. By rejecting this 
proposal, the faculty would prove that it prefers to react 
negatively to the radical pressure rather than to rMct 
positively to the responsible Students. I 
' If 69/2 is rejected tommorrow, it will be becausd of 
either foolish prjde or a lack qf ttiorough understanding 
of a rapidly digging University" Community. We find 
such reasoning unacceptable, and unbecoming a mature 
faculty body. -

Commitment 


THIS UNIVERSITY HAS made a very incomplete and 
unsatisfactory attempt to fiififl its responsibilities to the 
surrounding, but almost completely neglected black 
community. 

' .. The University has failed to fulfill its responsibility to 
this community, It has asked hundreds of blacks to apply 
for admission, while only accepting a few. It seeks 
“qualified” black students; while the real need is for 
'“unqualified” blacks to receive educational assistance. It 
claims that no money is available, while it builds a 
multi-miUion dollar University Cerlter and fails to 
capititize completely bnpotential federal and other means 
of outside financial supTOit. It accepts black students, 
while it fails to insure that the necessary program is set 
up to accomodate them. 

We urge the University to admit its mistakes and face 
up to the present situation. We enthusiastically endorse 
the Black Student Union proposal of an Educational 
Opportumty Program, while it is far from perfect, 
because it is certainly a step in the right direction. It 
deserves prompt, complete andhonest consideration. 

However, while we sympathize with the impatience of 
wme, particuiariy the GW blacks who feel the need for 
immediate action, we will state for the record here and 
now that we will never endorse demands and ultimatums 
which are made under a threat of violence. We are not 
‘bxtiemally enthused over last night’s unanimous vote of 
the Student Assembly in support of the B.S.U, because 
we know that some students acted out of fear and 
timidness, rather than because they totally beleived in 
what they were voting for. Had the Assembly took 
similar action when the proposal was first drafted, our 
reaction would be different. We doubt if all 24 As^mbly 
■embers have even yet read the B.S.U. proposal in its 
entirety.

In the past 
week, emphasis 
has shifted to Intenat in an 
interim, all-student bearing body 
haring original jurisdiction in 
judicial cases a^inat students. 
For clarineation, the legalitiss, 
as well as the exiating situation, 
circumstances and 
recommendations must be 
examined. 

To begin, the Charter of the 
University, enacted in 1821 
riaUs In section 6 “that the 
President, Professors and Tutors, 
or a majority of them shall be 
called and styled ‘Faculty. of the 
Coilegs' which faculty shaU have 
the power of enforcing the rules 
and regulations adopted by the 
Trustees for the government of 
the pupils..." In short, the 
responsibility to discipline 
students is vested in the Faculty. 
According to the University’s 
legal counsel, such authority 
could be delegated by the 
faculty, and this hss bsen done 
in the case of the. existing 
appellate body-the University 
Hearing Committee. However, 
there Is presently no hearing 
body of original jurisdiction for 
casss of violations of University 
disciplinary regulations. This gap 
prompted me to request that 
President Elliott establish an ad 
hoc Committee on University 
Judicial Systems to thoroughly 
daal with I the queriiom and 
problems Iqvolved in setting up a 
complete i University-wide 


Judicial System. This Committee 
was constituted, upon my 
recommendation, of the leaders 
of major campus institutions, i.e. 
the Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the University 
Senate, the Chairman of the 
Student Life Committee, the 
Chairman of the Senate 
Student-Faculty Relationships 
Committae, President of the 
Student Assembly, along with 
other student leaders and faculty 
and adminiattative advisots. This 
committee has been striving to 
create the necessary system. 

Hie Incident at Maury Hall 
created a new urgency, tor no 
truly satisfactory procedures 
existed. Numerous meetings and 
discussions were held to work 
out better ways to deal With the 
problems at hand. As a result, 
the Judicial Committee, In its 
report (paragraph' No. 8), stated 
that It "recommends to the 
Student Assembly and to the 
University Senate that steps be 
taken to establish an interim 
all-student hearing body to have 
original jurisdiction over 
non-academic and 
non-administrative student 
disciplinary cases....” The 
committee further provided that 
students accused have an option 
to have cases heard by the office 
of the Vice President for 
Student Affairs or the 
all-student bearing body, with 
appeal by either party to the 
proceeding to the 
student-faculty Hearing 
Committee on Student Affhirs, 
and that the all-student bearing 
body would be composed of 5 
students appointed by the 
Prsaideot of the University horn 
nominations by tbe Prosident of 
the Student Aaasmbly. Tbe 
all-student> bearing body would 


also have a fhcuHy adrim bom 
tbs National Law Oantsr. 

Tha Studsat Aassmbly hks 
acted on these suggaationa, 
paaring mothma eadotsing the 
concept of an all-studsnt haaring 
body, agresing wUb paragraph 8 
of the Judlciai Oottmittee, and 
urging “Immsdiate and posttivs” 
action by the Unhrsrslty Senate. 

Why an all-studsnt hsariiy 
body? As r have statM before, 
students are mature and 
responsible enough to judge 
themselves. . Rules and- 
regulations created (or students 
should be enforced by students. 
This further iUusfrates the 
concept of trial by peers-one 
upon which the judidal systems 
of our nation are founded. 

An all-student bearing body 
is consiatent with the current 
trend in numerous American 
Colleges and Universities which 
already have such sll-student 
courts. U is also consistent with 
the structure 6f GW since the 
(acuity has an all-faculty body, 
the Committee on Professional 
Ethics and Academic Freedom, ' 
to deal with faculty violations of 
tbe faculty code. 

And finally, I feel that t am 
in good company when leaders 
of the Unhr^ty Senate, the 
Student Life Committee,' 
Student Otganizationa, and Dr. 
Elliott himself have ail indicated 
support for «ieh a student 
heuing body. Tbe President has 
stated, “I favor the 
eatabllshiMnt of an ail-student ' 
Initial disciplinaty hearing group 
and shall do the bast that I can 
to balp the Unlvenity adopt 
one.”

Petrov Replies I 

DR. VLADIMIR PETROV, professor of Soviet foreign | 
policy and Best European history in the Institute of | 
Sino-Soviet Studies, was asked by the Hetchet to comment on | 
the publication in the Washington Free Press of three letters | 
which were stolen from his personal correspondence during | 
the SOS seizure of Maury Hall. | 

I have the dubious honor of “making” simultaneoudy the ^ 
Washington Free Frees and the Hatchet. The story Itself ^ 
originated during the SDS “liberation” of Maury Hall, when 
youthful demonstrators broke into my office and later 
departed with my transistor radio, electric shaver, and a few | 
pelcea of my personal correspondence. Three of the stobn | 
letters were consequently repn^uced In WFP. I 

I could well decline oonunenting on the content of the I 
letters After all, these were private letters which I wrote ai a | 
private citizen to the people I know, and so long as Chairman § 
Greer and hb followers are not running thb country, the rest I 
of us are bee to express ourselves In conversations, letters, or I 
printed articles— even though wt know that these are always I 
aonw who dbagree with us. But the pubUcation of my Istten b I 
an attempt at intimidation, and having lived In Stalin’s Russia, | 
Hitler’s Germany, and Muaaolinra .Italy, I am not about to be I 
scared by the btter-day-activbte In the United Stales. In | 
addition, during the two decades of my teaching in thb .| 
country, I have always been candid with my students and I | 
feel that to them— not to Greer and hb accompllcee-I owe an I 
explanation. i 

' I did offer my services to the government after the last | 
election. I though I could contribute to Its operation and, :| 
unlike the New Left, 1 considered it a legitimate govemnMnt I 
of the United States. In a letter to Ambassador Murphy I I 
pointed out that being an outsider to the government, and I 
having no inhibitions (of the kind a typical bureaucrat or f 
academician might have), I might be of help to him during the 
period of transition. As it turned out, Mr. Murphy did not 
need my assistance. 

On an earlier occasion (In May, 1968) I asked Eugene ^ 
Rostow, then Under Secretary of State, to send me-as a p 
private citizen— to Saigon for a few days, to interview Nguyen P 
Cao Ky, the Vice Prudent of South Vietnam. At that time, | 
like many others, I was looking for a political solution of the ' 
conflict and believed that of all the Saigon politicbns, 
Ky— with hb reputation of being anti-American- had a better 
chance than anyone else to come to terms with Hanoi. 1 did 
not believe then, and I do not believe now, that the Paris peace 
talks would succeed, mainly because the other side had ; 
become convinced that the United States was too anxious to 
get out of Vietnam and that therefore there was no need to 
make concessions In the search for a compromise solution. My '' 
ideas appeared too radical to Mr. Rostow and 1 never went to 
Saigon. 

The last of the publiahed letters again reflected my concern 
with the ending of the Vietnam war. On a valid assumption p 
that the Soviet Union could exercise influence in Hanoi, I § 
suggested that It might be useful to prod Moscow a bit by 4 
moving closer to China through the establbhment of 
diplomatic relations arith China's ally in Europe, Albanb. 1 | 
mentioned jocularly that I would myself go to Albanb as | 
ambassador (thb hia been a standard joke among my friends | 
ever since Nixon’s election) if the President comes around to '| 
appointing me to thia-or othei^poaition, even If it takes him | 
another four years to accept my services. I 

I have written many IMters of thb kind, and I don’t know I 
how many of them ware stolen by SDS. Since international I 
affairs are part of my professional interest (and of my concern I 
as a citizen), I expect to continue making my observations and I 
opinions known to government officials. These will remain my I 
observations and opinions, and not those of QW leftbt | 
agitators who know Hub and understand leas. For thb Utter | 
reason I don’t care what tliey think about me. But I hope that I 
those students who have retained open minds will see that the | 
government (even if it looms to them as an evil fores) in no | 
aray controU my thinking and, through me, influences those f 
who attend my seminars. |
